Forgive my delay in writing, but I have been out of 
the country. 

I read your letter with interest and sympathy, 
though I have myself kept away from the assassination 
debate. I am satisfied that the Warren Commission 
inquiry was inadequate; but whether a more adequate 
inquiry would have reached a different conclusion is 
a question on which I remain agnostic. The debate 
seems to me to have become a scholarly bourn from 
which no traveler returns. 

If Dr. Wrone wants to send a copy of your manuscript, 

I will see whether Caroline Schlossberg would be 
interested in reading it. In the meantime, I hope 
you will not let the Livingstones of the world get you 
down.
